HOUSE  REFUSE. 

'fhe  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the 
Council  workmen,  motors  and  horse  vehicles  being  employed. 

Dry  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  filling  up  low-lying  land,  whilst  wet 
refuse  is  taken  to  the  depot,  mixed  with  fine  ashes  and  sold  to  farmers. 
The  amount  of  refuse  removed  during  the  year  was  (5,300  loads  of  dry 
refuse  and  5,50(5  loads  of  wet  refuse. 

There  ate  still  approximately  2,788  pail  closets  and  2,254  dry  ashpits 
in  the  district.  During  the  year  11  pail  closets  have  been  converted  and 
one  demolished  making  a reduction  of  12  pail  closets  for  the  year.  Nine 
dry  ashpits  have  been  replaced  with  18  movable  receptacles. 

As  soon  as  circumstances  permit  the  work  of  converting  the  pail 
closets  to  the  water  carriage  system  should  be  commenced  in  order  to  get 
rid  of  the  present  obsolete  scavenging  system. 

SALVAGE. 

The  collection  of  waste  material  is  carried  out  daily  by  the  workmen 
in  the  Sanitary  Department  and  in  addition  one  day  per  week  is  allotted 
for  speeial  collection  by  our  motor  wagon.  During  the  year  the  under- 
mentioned material  has  been  collected  and  disposed  of.

The  17-year-old  girl  at  the  Good  Samaritan  has  given  birth  to  a 
premature  baby. 

* On  her  discharge  from  the  Maternity  Home  on  the  5th  January, 
1945,  she  will  be  transferred  to  a hostel  for  unmarried  mothers  and  their 
babies  at  Eccles.  The  girl  will  commence  work  when  her  health  permits. 

The  Superintendent  recommends  that  she  should  stay  there  for  two 
years. 

I have  spSnt  a considerable  amount  of  time  advising  and  making 
arrangements  for  the  increased  number  of  unmarried  expectant  mothers. 
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The  majority  of  these  girls  appear  to  be  in  poor  circumstances,  and 
have  very  little  hope,  if  any,  of  getting  any  financial  help  from  the 
reputed  fathers. 

An  account  for  £8/315  is  submitted  from  the  Corporation  of  War- 
rington, on  the  behalf  of  Mrs.  Mary  Smith,  for  her  confinement  in  the 
Warrington  Maternity  Home  in  October,  1944. 

Mrs.  Smith  is  a widow  with  five  children:  average  weekly  income, 
3/4/—  ; rent,  13/6.  • 

Mrs.  Smith  is  willing  to  repay  the  amount  in  small  monthly 
instalments.
